Robert Andrew Miller, whose be* 
quest made it possible for the loca­ 
tion of the Masonic home near Sulli­ 
van, was born in Christian county, 
Ky., Feb. 
10, 
1828. 
His father> 
Little Indiw Suits for boys, nee 3 •¿Q I James Miller, was among the early 


* settlers of north central Illinois. He 
was elected state treasurer hi 1856 
and his son, Robert, was deputy in 
the office during his term. 


Both of Robert A, Millers parents 
were descendants of Scotch-Iriah and 
English stock and were both born in 
Virgin.ia, His maternal grandfather, 
John Moore, was 
a 
revolutionary 
soldier. 


The Miller faihily having moved to 
Illinois in 1835, .voung Robert ob­ 
tained ^ plain education and after­ 
wards 
engagetl 
in farming, stock- 
raising and for a time was associ­ 
ated Avith his father in mercantile 
business. He and his brother made 
a trip overland to California in 1805 
with a drove of mules. 
He rode a 
favorite saddle mare, for which he 
was offered .$1,000 in gold which wms 
refused. He returned to Illinois and 
bought his farm east of Sullivan in 
1860. He lived on this farm until a 
short time before his death when he 
moved to Sullivan. 
His death oc­ 
curred in February, 1891. 


Mr. Miller was married in 1872, his 
wife being a daughter 
of 
Capt. 
Thomas Swain, of Philadelphia. ITis 
wife survived him ten years. In the 
conclusion of a biographical sketch 
prepared by W. B.

truthfully

that “In his whole career, no breath 
of suspicion w'as ever uttered against 
his integrity or darkened the bright- 
nc.s.s of bis honor and when we meas­ 
ure him as a citizen, w’e see the char­ 
acter of his splendid mind and the 
lustre of his htaiest, noble manhood.
